VENEZUELA CITY ISOLATED.

The 
demagogue, the sinister or socialist 
Visionary who strives to arouse this 
feeling of class consciousness in our 
working people, does a foul and evil 
thing; for he is no true American, he 
is no self-respecting citizen of this 
republic, he forfeits his right to stand 
with manly self-reliance on a footing 
of entire equality with all other cit- 
izens, who bows to envy and greed, 
who erects this doctrine of class ha- 
tred into a shibboleth, who substitutes 
loyalty to the eternal and immutable 
principles of righteousness which bid 
us treat each man on his worth as a 
man without regard to his wealth or 
his poverty.

It is a bad thing to teach our work- 
ing people that men of means, who 
have the largest proportion of the sub- 
stantial comrorts of lite, are neces- 
sarily greedy, grasping and. cold- 
hearted, and that they unjustly de- 
mand and appropriate more than their 
share of the substance of the many. 
Stern condemnation should be visited 
upon demagogue and onary who 
teach this untruth, and even sterner 
upon those capitalists who are in truth 
grasping and greedy and brutally dis- 
regardful of the rights of others, and 
who by their actions teach the dread- 
ful lesson far more effectively than 
any mere preacher of unrest.

purpose in strengthening it is to secure 
more effective control by the national 
government over the business use of 
the vast masses of individual and es- 
pecially of corporate wealth, which at 
the present time monopolizes most of 
interstate business of the country;

of abuse, rather than merely by try- 
ing to destroy them when they have 
already grown. 

In the higher sense of the word, this 
movement for thorough control of the 
business use of this great wealth is 
conservative. We are trying to steer a 
safe middie course which alone can 
save us from a plutocratic class gov- 
ernment on the one hand, or a socialis- 
tie class government on the other, 
either of which would be fraught with 
disaster to our free institutions, State 
and national. 

We are trying to avoid alike the evils 
which would flow from government 
ownership of the public utilities by 
which interstate commerce is chiefly 
carried on, and the evils which flow 
from the riot and chaos of unrestricted 
individualism. There is grave danger 
to our free institutions in the corrupt- 
ing influence exercised by great 
wealth suddenly concentrated in the 
hands of the few. We should in a sane 
manner try to remedy this danger, in 
spite of the sullen opposition of these 
men, and with the full purpose to pro- 
tect them in all their rights at the 
very time that we require them to deal 
rightfully with others.

The 
powers and scope of the Interstate 
fommerce Commission and of any 
similar bedy, such as the Bureau of 
Corporations, which has to deal with 
the matter in hand, should be greatly 
enlarged, so as to meet the require- 
ments of the present day. 

STATE CONTROL INFEASIBLE. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Minnesota and North Carolina 
cases illustfate how impossible ts a 
dual control of national commerce. The 
States cannot control it. All they can 
do is to control intro-State commerce, 
and this is but a small fraction of 
— business carried through 

ate. 

“Actual experience has shown that 
the effort at State control is sure to 
be nullified in one way or another, 
sooner or later. The nation alone can 
act with effectiveness and wisdom, it 
should have the control, both of the 
business and of the agent, by which 
the business is done, for any attempt 
to separate this control must result 
in great absurdity. This means that 
we must rely upon national legislation 
to prevent the commercial abuses that 
now exist, and the others that are 


Sure to arise, unless some efficient gov- 


ernmental body has adequate power of 
control over them. 

“At present, the failure of the Con- 
gress to utilize and exercise the great 
powers conferred upon it as regards 
interstate commerce, leaves this com- 
merce to be regulated, not by the 
State, nor yet by the Congress, vu 
ty the occasional and necessarily in- 
adequate and one-sided action of the 
Federal judiciary. 

“However upright and able a court 
is, it cannot act constructively; it can 
only act negatively or as an agency 
of government, and this means of 
courts are and must always be un- 
able to deal effectively with a prob- 
lem like the present, which requires 
constructive action. A court can. de- 
cide what ts faulty but it has no 
power to make better what it thus 
finds to be faulty. There should be 
an efficient executive body created 
with power enough to correct abuses 
and scope enough to work out the 
complex problems that this great 
country has developed. It is not suf- 
ficient objection to say that such & 
body, whether a court or a commis- 
sion, whether executive, legislative or 
judicial, if given power enough to en- 
able it to do effective work for good. 
must also inevitably receive 8 
power to make it effective or 
evil. 

LEGISLATION NEEDED. 
- Therefore it is clear that (unless a 
national incorporation law can be en- 
acted) that body of bodies in the ex- 
ecutive service should be given power 
to pass upon any combination or 
agreement in relation to interstate 
commerce and every suth combination 
and agreement not thus approved 
should be treated as in violation of law 
and. prosecuted accordingly. The 18- 
suance of the securities of any com- 
bination doing 
should be under the supervision of the 
national government. 

A strong effort has been made to 
have labor organization completely 
exempted from any of the operations 
of the law, whether or not their acts 
are in restraint of trade. Such ex- 
ceptions would in all probability make 
the bil! unconstitutional, and the Leg- 
islature has no mo right to pass 
a bill without regard to whether it is 
constitutional than the courts have

DYNAMOS ARRIVE. 

The dynamos for the Starr wave 
motor arrived today by the San Fran- 
cisco steamer, and the work of in- 
stallation will be pushed rapidly. Mr. 
Starr stated today that it will be but 
a short while now until both power 
and licht will be on the wires. The 
plant here is said to be the first com- 
mercia! one ever built for the produc- 
tion of electric light and power direct 
from the ocean swells. A r has been 
constructed a few hund yards south 
of Pier No. 3, on the water front, ex- 
tending ie feet out into the ocean. 
At the end of this pier the machinery 
has been installed, consisting of the 
float and Wweve-motor proper, connect- 
ed with air compressors, engines and 
GQynamo. The air is compressed by 
means of the vertical movement of the 
flaat attached by a system of clutches, 
wheels, pulleys and cables, and heid in 
two enormous containers. From these 
containers the highly-compressed air 
is fed to two engines, and these en- 
gines drive two dynamos, each of 
which is estimated to be capable of 
producing fifty horse power of electric 
energy on the wires.
